The pride that a woman feels in the 
triumph of any meinlier of her own sex 
is certainly a justifiable one. It is pleoa- 
aut to know that women are able to 
hold up their eud on the burden of en- 
deavor ill science, art, literature, me- 
chanics, business, even iiersonal brav- 
ery, although physical cowardice ia 
with them a natural law by virtue of 
their small muscle and delicate limbs. 
And when a man bumptiously or cyn- 
ically ndegatea women to a {snition "a 
little lietter than his dog" a spiriteil 
sister may bo excused if she cites a few 
examples in disjiriMif of his theorire. 
Refutation never convincre a man of 
that stamp, however, since he is sure 
to lack those proverbially masculine 
attributes, justice and logic. Such 
men are not very common, tor as a rule 
men are by no means idiots except in 
a few extremely minor matters. 

But tho habit of comparison too often 
docs not stop short at the limit of ar- 
gument, within the bounds of which it 
is a lawful aid. Finding it a weaism 
ready to her hand, an overzealous 
woman of not too powerful judgment 
is apt to wield it when no battle is wag- 
ing, and take an aggressive stand when 
nolioily is thinking of raising an issue. 
General conversation under her influ- 
ence assumes a tone of hostility that is 
almost pi-rsunal or lauguishefl into em- 
barrassed pauses, bhe does more barm 
than good to the cause she champions 
and renders it actively offensive to its 
friends and foes alike by the very vaunt- 
ing and self assertion which she con- 
demns in men. Such a course never yet 
won any convert to the standard. It is 
calculated rather to arouse enmity than 
to convince. A woman may be a stanch 
believer in and upholder of her own 
sex, without flinging her gauntlet in 
the face of every man she meeto, not 
waiting to find out whether he ia • fos 
or not. Boastfulneaa and unfavorable 
comparison ore quits likely to awaken 
oppoaition where none previously ex- 
isted, since we are all, men and women 
alike, aharen in the vanities, foibles 
and inconsistencies of human natnrs. 

It is a great mistake to aaaums that 
men and women are natural enemies, 
either of whom can be exalted but at 
the expense of ths other. Bsnaible 
women do not relish on immoderate 
partisanship of their sex any better than 
the men diacooutenanced by it do. If 
we are really ao much cleverer and 
braver than men, it does not become oa 
to continually boast over our weak 
brethren. If we are below them in the 
scale of creation, a perpetual clamor of 
superiority only makes our lower posi- 
tion more evident. If we are all human 
beings ou the saiue plane, about equal- 
ly endowed ou the whole, let na admit 
it and respect ouraelvea and each other 
witbiut quarreling over a question of 
■npremacy which dtjea not exist.

The difference thst separatee wealth 
and poverty ia daily growing more wide 
and terrible. And this is a democratic 
country. But it ia fast establishing an 
aristocracy. .Vnd our childreu’s children 
must reap the evil. Keep the poor man 
in ignorance and he votes ruinouii con- 
sequences on nimself and his landlord ; 
make him intelligent and be sees the 
evil {and may avoid it. If he sttll con- 
tinues to have a voice in electiona and 
measures, make him intelligent by all 
means. His posterity must mingle, as 
now, with the posterity of the richer 
class. 

It is well for the land that there are 
millionaires— not such as Jay Gould was 
—but such os Vanderbilt, Rockefeller, 
Armour and others, whose magnanimity 
reach from shore to shore — of whose 
wealth there are tbouaanda of beneficia- 
ries. Schools and charitable ioatitutions 
are established and maintained by them.
